It is believed that at present 
the ministerial [dans in this mutter aro 
quite indefinite, nor is tho final decision 
likely to be arrived at until after another 
meeting of tho cabinet. 

TUE NEWS FROM AFGHANISTAN 
is disquieting. If the enterprising gen- 
erals who tho Czar loaves with a free hand 
on the frontier of his empire were to in- 
vado Afghanistan and make u bold bid for 
Herat, England would be compelled to go 
to the aid of the Ameer, if he invited her 
assistance. The Russians aro massing 
their forces on the frontier. Tho branch 
railway from tho Askabad and Morv lino 
southward towards Sarakho is pushed 
to its utmost capacity carrying soldiers 
and munitions of war. The Russian tel- 
egraph lino, just built from Peujdoh to 
Merv, is working night and day on gov- 
ernment business. Reports from Mahore 
state that the Governor of Badakshav and 
the ruler of Chitral have become trouble- 
some to the Indian authorities, and emis- 
saries of Maharajah Duhllep Singh are 
endeavoring to stir up trouble in Cash- 
moro and the Punjaub.

The French senate has just granted a 
hearing to tho opponents of tho bill which 
recently passed tho chamber of deputies 
restricting women m factories and work- 
shops to day work, and preventing thorn 
further from working on Sundays or legal 
holidays. The women concerned are very 
indignant at the action of the chamber, 
which did not consult their wishes in the 
matter. If the senate does not throw out 
tho bill, tho women compositors who do 
night work, and who constitute a well 
paid and respectable body of work- 
ers, will bo deprived of their 
occupation. The new measure will 
also affect injuriously a ntimbor of women 
connected with tho great markets of 
Paris. Book-keepers at restaurants, too, 
are now employed during hours which, 
if this bill becomes a law, will bo for the 
future forbidden, namely, between 9 p. 
m. and a. m. The provisions of the 
bill are of a sweeping character, and it is 
clear little effort has been made to find 
out how they would really affect 
those for whoso benolit tho measure is 
ostensibly designed.

Roland Ponsonby, Hotel Des Ambassa- 
dours, Madrid." Soames informed tho 
police directly upon receiving it, and in 
order to detain Pigott in Madrid, tho 
clerks iu the solicitor's office wired him 
that Shannon had gone to Ireland and 
that when ha returned tho money asked 
for would be sent by telegraph. 

his teleqeam to shannon. 
Pigott's telegram to Shannon, solicitor 
for the Times, asking that gentleman to 
fultil his promise to send money, excitos a 
great deal of comment. It is quite evi- 
dent Pigott and Shannon had an under- 
standing at tho last, moment, previous to 
the perjurer's flight, and the suspicion is 
growing that whatever agreement there 
was between them was made by Shannon 
upon the authority of his clients. Shan- 
non is in Dublin and may possibly escape 
further examination, particularly as 
tho line of questioning would 
lead directly to ascertaining whether 
ho had an interviow with Pigott during 
tho time intervening between the hitter's, 
last appearance beforethe Commission and 
his departure from England, It ia be- 
lieved Pigott's body will be buried at 
Madrid in order to prevent tho inevitable 
hostile demonstration which his inter- 
ment in Dublin would provoke. The 
papers found upon his person and in his 
hand-bag will be delivered up to tho 
English police, and by thorn hold Bubject 
to tho order of tho Commission. 

HE DI£I) REPENTANT. 

Madrid, March 2. — Upon tho person 
of Pigott was found a letter addressed to 
Labouchero. Tho letter stated: "The 
first batch of letters 1 sold to tho Times 
were genuine; of tho second batch sevoral 
were forged, including two of Parnell's 
and one each of Davitt'a, O'Kolly's and 
Egan'a. I am deeply sorry for all 1 have 
injured and am ready to placo at their 
disposal all the means in my power to 
remedy the wrong I have done. All I 
said was falso, but everything writ- 
ten under oath is true." Among 
the documents found was a license author- 
izing Pigott to carry a pislol, a letter 
dated Dublin, and a cheque-book of the 
Ulster bank. Pigott tried to negotiate a 
cheque at tho bank here, but payment 
was refused because of tho absence of 
proof of hiB identity. The note-book 
found in his pocket was filled with inter- 
esting jottings. His body was taken to 
tho Southern morgue, where it lies with 
two othor corpses. His beard and cloth- 
ing wero stiffened with dried blood when 
it was removed to tho morgue, as was also 
a scapular which ho wore on his breast. 
The bullet entered his inoiith and came 
out at tho back of his head near the right 
side of tho neck. A photograph of the 
features will bo taken to-morrow. Tho 
body will be buried aftor the British de- 
tective has identifiod it on Tuesday.

A City I'nderinlned. 

London, March 2. — The Dudley School 
Board has decided that it is impossible to 
erect the new school. building which it was 
proposed to construct for educational pur- 
poses, owing to the subsidence of the 
foundations, caused by tho mines with 
which that section of Worcestershire is 
honey-combed. The board's investigation 
shows that hundreds of houses in tho town 
and vicinity, though well built and appar- 
ently firm, aro likely to fall at any mo- 
ment. Tho report of the board created 
great excitement, and the alarm ia not 
only in that region, but in others where 
aimilar conditions exist. 

HiiHtlaus for Russia. 

London, Mar. 2. — The Russian minis- 
ter of railways has issued an order to tho 
managers of railways in Poland to furnish 
him with lists of tho names of all Catho- 
lic and Jewish employees under their su- 
pervision. Since the accident to the 
czar's train near Borki, all persons taken 
into the employ of Russian railways have 
been Russians, and the policy of the gov- 
ernment is to thoroughly Russianizo tho 
entire railway system. 

Emperor Pi-unrl* Joseph's IlenKli. 

London, Mar. 2. — Count Kalnoky is 
urging Emperor Francis Joseph to spend 
a few weeks in European travel, incognito, 
and it is probable that the emperor will 
yield to his advice, visiting among others 
the pope and queen regent of Spain. 
Since the death of tho Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph, the emperor has become ultra- 
religious. He has appointed a monk 
belonging to one of tho most strict orders 
as his contossor, and spends much time in 
meditation and prayer. 

UoimIoii'h Connection With I'lgott. 

London, March 2. -The Irish loyal 
and patriotic union is meditating calling 
a meeting for the purpose of considering 
the connection of Houston, secretary of 
tho organization, with Informer Pigott. 
Some prominent members have expressed 
themsolves in favor of resigning because 
of the exposure of Houston's dealings 
with the forger, and altogether the or- 
ganization is hard hit and in a bad way. 

The Late Mr. lilalr. 

London, March 2. — It is stated by the 
friends of Mr. Blair, the former husband 
of tho new Duchess of Sutherland, that 
Blair was never dependent upon the Duko. 
It is also asserted that ho shot himself 
while hunting, being at the time quite 
alono. 

Hnsonlc Temple Burned. 

London, March 2. — The magnificent 
Masonic temple at Dantzic was destroyed 
by fire to-day. The loss is very heavy, 
as much of the property burned cannot 
be replaced. 

A Meo Lcgnry. 

London, March 2. — The legacy left by 
tho will of the late Duchess of Gallieras 
to the Empress Frederick, has dwindled 
to £220,000, owing to tho great number 
of public charges thereon, and the stipu- 
lations necessary to bo complied with for 
its acceptance. 

The Kaiser's Visit to England. 

London, March 2. — It is now under- 
stood tho German Emperor will not visit 
Queen Victoria before Juno luth,it indeed 
he does at all. 

The t'xar's Visit lo Berlin. 

London, March 2. — The Czar of Rus- 
sia is expected to pay a visit to Berlin 
about thu end of Mt»rc!i, and possibly the 
outcome of the interview of the two em- 
perors may influence the Kaiser's action 
in the matter of going to London. 

Stntc Aaiilsted Emigrants. 

London, March 2. — Two hundred state- 
assisted emigrants started for tho Argen- 
tine Republic to-day. 

The Leaaiie Suppression. 

Vienna, March 2. — The newspapers of 
this city Unanimously express approval of 
tho suppression of the patriotic league 
by the French government. They con- 
sider the struggle between the republic 
and Boulangism bus entered upon a de- 
cisive phase. Tho papers declare that the 
l'irard cabinet deserves tho gratitude of 
Europe for guarding the peace against a 
disturbance by Lhe league. 

Opposition lo Mnnte Carlo. 

BERLIN, March 2. — A syndicate of Ger- 
man bankers are negotiatiii'i with Prince 
Lichtensteiu for a grant of land at Va- 
duz, on the frontier of Switzerland, for 
tho purpose of establishing a casino in op- 
position to that of Monte Carlo.

Between Canada and tho United Stutci-Jolnt

ment of Canada 1ms declared a desire to 
establish commercial union with the 
Uuited States, a uniform revenue system 
like intornal tuxes, is to bo collected, anil 
liko import duty is to bo imposed on goodh 
to be brought into either country 
from other nations, with no dutiet 
upon trade between tho United S.atu. 
and Canada, tho President will appoint 
three commissioners with thoso who may 



bo likewise designated to represent tha 
government of Canada, to prepare a plan 
for the assimilation of tho import duties 
and internal revenuo taxes of the two 
countries, and an equitable division of the 
recoipts in a commercial union, and said 
commissioners shall report to tho Presi- 
dent, who shall lay the report before 
Congress.

Washington, March 2.— In the Houae, 
the conference report on the bill for the 
protection of the salmon fisheries of 
Alaska, was presonted and agroed to. 
The conference agrees in a Blightly mod- 
fied form to tho Houae amendment, 
directing the president to cause ono or 
more United States vessels to cruise in 
Alaska waters and seize all vessels found 
violating tho law relativo to the seal 
lisheries. 

Libel Cane Dismissed. 

New York, March 2.— Judge Benedict, 
of the United States Court at Brooklyn, 
onnounced in court to-day that the libel 
against the steamship CoiiBerva, formerly 
the Madrid, was dismissed. He holds it 
was not shown that thore was any viola- 
lion of the neutrality laws on the part of 
the steamer. The vessel is claimed by the 
Dominican Consul, M. Julia. She will 
sail in a few days for Samana, San Do- 
mingo. 

The National Debt. 

Washington, March 2.— The public 
debt, according to a statement iasued from 
the Treasury Department, has increased 
80,443,334 during tho past mouth. Un- 
usually heavy peii8ion paymenta, amount- 
ing to 820,914,054, is assigned as tho chief 
reason for the increase. Tho Burplus in 
the Treasury has decreased about sevon 
millions during tho month, and to-day 
amounts to £48,096,158. 

Deadly Dynamite. 

Hannibal, Mo., March 2. — Jacob Ger- 
mann was instantly killed at La Grange 
yesterday while thawing dynamite in a 
pan of water on a stove. The dynamite 
exploded, and his head was severed from 
his body. Three fellow workmen in the 
quairy where he was employed were 
seriously injured, and one, John Fuller, 
will probably die. The building was com- 
pletely wrecked. 

Killed Ills Landlord. 

Sacramento, Cal., March 2.- A young 
man named Francis Lighthall, a tenant of 
L. M. Billings, a wealthy landowner, 
quarrelled with tho latter over a trifling 
matter, live miles north of here, this 
morning, and Billings shot and killed 
Lighthall. The murderer was arrested. 

Smallpox In Nevada, 

Carson, Nev., March 2. — Four new 
caso3 of smallpox were discovered in the 
Armsby House to-day, tho same hotel 
where sevon cases were found a few 
weeks ago. Tho landlord, his two sons 
and daughter are the victims. 

Fight In a Dar-Uoom. 

Paducah, March 2.— Some officers tell 
of a fight at Perry ville, Tenn. , in a bar- 
room, in which pistols and knives were 
used. One man, named Gibson, was 
killed and thirty othors fatally wounded. 

The Whole Family Drowned. 

Paducah, Ky., March 2. — The officers 
of the steamor Clyde, which runs on the 
Tennessee river, this morning reported 
the drowning of Ernest Hudson, his wife 
and seven children while attempting to 
ford a creek near East Tennessee t«o 
days ago. William Driver, n colored 
man, was tho only ono of the party who 
escaped, 

Aecldrut tn Edison. 

Orange, N. J., Mar-oh 2. — Thos. A. 
Edison, the inventor, nearly lost his eye- 
sight while making an experiment at his 
residence hero on Saturday last. A pot 
of chemicals, which was boiling on the 
stove ran over, and a portion flew up 
into his eyes, badly injuring them.

New York, March 2.— Tho Catholic 
News has roceived tho following : Rome, 
March 2.— To-day was tho 79th birthday 
of his holiness, Pope Leo the Thirteenth.

$13,777. This is a very largo sum and in 
proportion to tho population we veuturo 
to say b larger sum than is paid for the 
samo purpose by tiny province, in tho Do- 
minion. 

Tho total number of schools in tho 
province is 99. There aro 3 high schools, 
9 graded schools, 4 ward schools and 83 
common schools. Seven now schools 
woro established in tho provinco laBt 
yoar. The districts were Donald, Eng- 
lish, Konsington Mountain, llocky 
Point, Tolmie and Victoria West. Five 
new school housoa wore erected und addi- 
tions niado to three. Tho number of 
teachers on the permanent staff last year 
was 124. This yoar there are 133 be- 
sides threo . monitors. Tho inspector 
speaks highly of tho way in which tho 
schools aro conducted. Ho says, "As a 
rule the teachers employed in the sohools 
visited wore laboring with good results. 
Many young teachors taking charge of 
schools for tho first time have shown con- 
siderable tact and earnestness." Ho, how- 
ever, reminds the teachers that they hiivo 
not stripped tho troo of knowledge quite 
bnro and tolls them that careful study and 
intelligent exporionco will always be found 
ossontial to the best teaching. Mr, Wil- 
son's report bears indications that ho 
takes a groat interest in his work and that 
ho is competent to perform it thoroughly. 
Inspection is a very important part of tho 
educational system. No one thing can 
do so much to advance education as faith- 
ful and judicious inspection.

CLEAN UP. 

Wo aro glad to seo that the Board of 
Aldermen are beginning to think of turn- 
ing their attention to health matters. 
Couldn't they hurry up a little.' The 
weather is getting warm and parts of the 
city uro already becoming odoriforous. 
Could not some system bo devised under 
which property owners and the occupants 
of dwellings could bo compelled to clean 
up their premises ! If they neglect this 
necessary business tho city ou^'ht to un- 
dertake to do it at tho owners or occu- 
pants exponse. A few examples of this 
kind would brighten tho ideas of a good 
many with respect to tho necessity of 
keeping their placer, as clean as shovels 
and brooms can mako them. No time 
should bo lost in getting the system of 
sewers under way. Every day tho ground 
near the dwellings is becoming saturated 
with noxious matter, which in time will 
breed disease 

This work of cleaning and draining is 
economical. If tho citizens attend to it 
they will save some money — hard cash. 
Disease is expensive and funerals are 
costly. The scavenger is more easily paid 
than the doctor. Dr. Playter in tho last 
number of tho Health Journal gives its 
readers an idea of what epidemics costs. 
He calculates on tho basis of 
civic statistics that in twenty of 
the largest cities and towns of 
Canada there occurred in the year 1887 
a total of 1,758 deaths from diphtheria, 
typhoid fever, measles and, scarlet fever. 
At this rate, according to him, there are 
14,000 deaths from these diseases in the 
Dominion in a year. It has been proved 
over and over again that a proper regard 
for the laws of health diminishes tho death 
rate from thesu diseases very greatly, and 
from all diseases to quite a considerable 
extent. If by doing what is known to 
be necessary for the preservation of the 
the public health even five thousand lives 
were saved ill Canada yearly, what a gain 
this would bo to the country and to hu 
inanity. Our City Fathers should remem- 
ber that every your in this city of Victoria 
men, women and children are poisoned by 
dirt a« certainly as if opium or arsenic 
had been administered to thetu. If on 
tho tombstones of all who die from pre- 
ventable diseases the words "Killed by 
ueglect"wore carved people would be hor- 
rified at the number of graves over 
which tho condemnatory inscription would 
appear. 

THE SCHOOL REPORT. 

Wo have received the Seventeenth An- 
nual -School Report of tho Public Schools 
of British Columbia, 1887-1888. It is 
quite a bulky volume and contains much 
valuable information. It shows that edu- 
cation is in a vigorous condition in the 
province. The schools aro increasing in 
numbers, and it appears to bo the object 
of the Government to place tho means of 
obtaining a good elementary education 
within tho reach of overy child in the 
province. Tho totul number of pupils 
enrolled during the year was 0,372, an in- 
crease of 1,027, or about 20 per cent, 
over the number oil the roll in 1880. 
This is a good showing. Twenty por 
cent, for one year is a very large increase. 
The daily attendance was 3,093 4(5, or not 
quite a half of those enrolled. This does 
not look well for oithor teachors or 
1 aronts, or perhaps both ; 48.54 por cent, 
of those on the rolls is altogether too 
small a proportion. By a comparative 
statement we see that last year's daily at- 
tendance is lower than it has been for tho 
last sixteon years. The Superintendent 
accounts for tho decreaso in the aveiage 
attendance by "the unusually severe 
weather during part of tho winter 
Session, as well na by tho fact 
that contagious diseases, especially in- 
cident to children prevailed in nearly all 
the districts. " But ho seems to have a 
suspicion that there havo been other 
causes at work to keep the children out of 
school for he says "thoro aro school dis- 
tricts in which there is shown a marked 
indifference as to the record of tho schools 
in regard to the average daily attendance 
maintained, It is to be hoped that the 
current year will show an improvement, for 
the inhabitants of this provinco enjoy 
great educational advantages and it will 
bo a groat reproach to them if they do not 
live up to their pledgoa. Tho amount ex- 
pended on education last year was 8113,- 
B79,dividod us follows: Education proper, 



The judgment of Mr. Justice Gray in 
tho ease of Her Majesty's Attorney Gen- 
eral for tho Provinco of British Columbia 
versus the Canadian Pacific Railway Com 
pany and others, which wo publish to-day, 
is an exceedingly interesting document. 
Tho Judge shows his learning and hisubil- 
ity by making his decision ao clear und so 
simple that a layman of ordinary intelli- 
gence can fully comprehend hia argument, 
[t contains but few technicalities to por- 
plox the general reader, and his lordship 
carefully avoids tho use of words of 
learned length and thundering sound. 
The judgment is more liko an appeal to 
tho common sense of tho public than an 
authoritative decision from a Judge's 
Bench, and we are very greatly mistaken 
if nine out of every ton intelligent men in 
the country do not acquiesce in tho con- 
clusions ut which Judge Cray has arrived. 

The case is fortunately not a com [ilex 
ono. Tho Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany on the 23rd of February, 

1885, agreod with tho Government of 
British Columbia to extend tho railway 
westward from Port Moody to English 
Bay and Coar Harbor, and to orect term- 
inal works in tho vicinity of Coal Harbor 
on or beforo tho 31st day of Decenibor, 

1886. Her Majesty, which in this case 
means the Government of British Colum- 
bia, agreed to give the Company six thou- 
sand acres of land at the proposed tor- 
minus of tho road. The Company com- 
menced to build the road according to 
agreement, but certain land owners 
through whoso property it was to pass re- 
fused to permit tho Company to 
procood. They went to law with 
the Company and won their caso in 
tho Supremo Court of this province. 
They obtained injunctions 'forbidding the 
Company to go on with the work. The 
Company appealed to tho Supremo Court 
of Canada, which sot asidu the decision 
of the Provincial Court and tho injunc- 
tions were dissolved. But the Su- 
premo Court did not give its decision un- 
til the 7th of December, 1886, only a few 
days befor& the road, according to tho agree- 
ment, ought to have been completed. The 
Company went on with the work, but it 
was not finished until the 1st of May, 
1887. Tho Government of British Co- 
lumbia complained that it was injured by 
the delay and sued the Company for 
§250,000. Tho Company pleaded that it 
had done all that it could do. It wont on 
with the work until it was stopped by tho 
British Columbia Supreme Court, that it 
used due diligence in testing tho sound- 
ness of tho judgment of that Court, that 
when the injunctions were taken off it 
wont on with tho work with all duo dili- 
gence, and that it was not guilty of any 
delay or negligence. 

To this answer the Government of 
British Columbia demurred on tho ground 
"That non-performance of a contract, or 
delay in performing a contract cannot bo 
excused or defended by sotting up the or- 
dor or injunction of a Court of Justice." 
Judge Gray shows very clearly tho pre- 
dicament that the Railway Company was 
in. It was obliged to obey the law, but 
its obedience to tho law exposed it to a 
prosecution for tho n on -fulfilment of its 
agreement. Was it- right to force tho 
Company to pay the penalty under such 
circumstances ? This was tho question 
which the learned Judge wua called upon 
to decide. He in tho beginning of hia 
argument lays down a principle which 
must recommend itself to the sense of jus- 
tice of every reflecting man, It is: "Obedi- 
unco to the law in its executive capacity 
will not work a wrong." Ho puts tho 
caso very plainly and very forcibly in tho 
following sentences : "Tho court orders a 
man no< to do a thing, punishes him by 
fino or imprisonment if he does it or at- 
tempts to do it, and then if he obeys tho 
order and does not do it adjudges him lia- 
blo to a heavy penalty for failing to do 
it." Ho adds: "To common sense that 
appears queer." And so it does. Tho 
Company would have boon punished 
if it set tho law at defiance and disobeyed 
tho injunctions and then immediately tho 
Government of British Columbia suoks to 
punish it for its obedience to tho law. 
The stand taken by tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment's counsel was: "Your being pro- 
vontod by tho Courts of British Columbia 
is nothing to us; we did not ask the courts 
to stop you therefore you must pay tho 
penalty agreod upon— $250,000. " Tho 
judge goes on to argue that when tho 
non-performance of a contract is caused 
by events which could not bo foreseen or 
guarded against— the partymaking default 
cannot bo hold liable. Tho erroneous judg- 
ment of the Supremo Court iB what no 
man, however shrewd ami far-seeing ho 
may bo, could linvo anticipated and pro- 



vided for. What tho judge says on thhi 
point well desorvoa to bo quoted: 

"Can it be reasonably supposed/' ho 
asks, "that tho circumstance* of un 
erroneous judgment and order being 
made by the Supreme Court of the 
provinco was iu contemplation of tho 
parties at the timo this contract was made, 
or that it wi>3 a contingency that a pru- 
dent mam should have foreseen and 
guarded against? Most unquestionably 
not. Such a thing was never heard of 
beforo or such n stipulation never made. 
Then it was not a contingency to bo 
guarded against or an incident aB con- 
nected with tho subject niattor of tho con- 
tract that could bo reasonably expected." 

Again ho says: "It is impossible to 
conceive anything more disastrous to the 
country than to establish tho doctrine 
that a man may bo punished by fine and 
mprisonment if ho does not oboy, and 
then aftorwards by a heavy penalty be- 
cause ho does obey the order of tho high- 
at court of justice." 
It is said that good law is common 
sense, and this is an example of it. It 
would bo monstrous to punish any man 
for doing or refraining from doing what 
tho law commands. If by obeying tho 
law a man injures his noighbor, that 
uoighbot should not have it in his powor 
to invoke tho aid of tho law to punish tho 
law-abiding man for hia obedience. If 
any one is to 1)0 punished it is the min- 
ister of tho law undor whoso order tho 
injury was done. But as Judge Gray points 
out judges ar* not held personally respon- 
sible for the consequences of any error in 
judgment they may make. It is quite 
evident that if tho provinco was injured 
to the extent of §250,000 by tho mistake 
which Mr. Justico Begbio made in issuing 
the injunction, it would bo, Judge Gray 
argues, unjust to compel tho Railway 
Company, which was also injured by the 
mistake in other ways, to bear tho con- 
sequences of the mistake. There may be 
no roiuedy for tho wrong done the prov- 
ince by the delay of which the erronooua 
judgment was the cause, but whether 
there is a remedy or not Mr. Justico Gray, 
in his excellent judgment, shows very 
clearly that it is not fair that it should bo 
provided by tho Railway Company. It 
appears to us that the proposition which 
Mr. Justice Gray lays down and which he 
elaborates with such skill, is— that no man 
should be punished for obeying the law.

all tliu powers necessary for that purpose. 

The Company says whether t)io British 
Columbia court was wrong or not is not 
tho question. In British Columbia the 
order of tho court must be obeyed u itil it 
is shown to bo wrong, and wo did obey it. 

If obedience does not protect, what is 
tho use of obedience '/ 

"Obedience to ihe law in its executive 
capacity will not wurkn wrong." This is one 
of tho oldest principles known for guidance 
in tho administration of justice, for, as re- 
marked by tho whole court in tho Count- 
ess of Rutland's case (ti Rep. fKl) nearly 
throe centuries ago, otherwise "by color of 
law and justice, they the oby do against 
law and justice, and so make law and jtis- 
tico tho author and cause of wrong and 
injustice." And in lL> C. B. 415, speak- 
ing of tho maxim, "An act of the court 
shall prejudice no man," Creswoll, J., 
observes: "It is founded upon justice 
and good Btmso and aQords a safe and cor 
tam guide for tho administration of the 
law." By way of illustration, tho court 
orders a man nut to do a thing, punishes 
him by lino and imprisonment if he does 
it or attempts to do it, and then 
if lie obeys the order and does nut 
do it, adjudges him liable to a heavy 
penalty for failing to do it. To common 
sonso that appears queer ; yot, that 
is exactly this case: Tho Supreme 
Court of British Columbia by a majority 
of its judges, ordered the Company under 
pain of line and imprisonment not to go 
on with the work of extending that road 
to Coal Harbour and English Bay, and now 
tho same court is asked to adjudge a 
heavy penalty against tho Company bo- 
cause they did not go on. Tho proposi- 
tion is so startling on tho face of it that 
tho learned counsel for the plaintiffs 
evades it and says: "You ought to have 
provided against such a contingency by a 
stipulation in your contract." A stipula- 
tion against a misinterpretation of tho 
law by the highest, judicial department to 
which the administration of tho law in the 
country is committed, and erect tho con- 
tractor interested into a tribunal to over- 
ride all law; because under tho constitu- 
tion what that judicial department ad- 
judges to be law must bo regarded as 
law and obeyed until it is reversed by a 
higher constitutional authority. 

It is somewhat singular that since law 
has been known in England no instance of 
such a stipulation can lie found. In the 
countless courts of the United States and 
the British colonies throughout the 
world where the principles of English law 
govern tho administration of justice, no 
case has been cited where such a stipula- 
tion was over made, nor has a case been 
cited where it was even deemed necessary 
that a prudent man in forming a contract 
should so protect hiinsolf, 

The necessity of obedience is admitted. 
In all tho cases cited by Mr. Wilson, and 
he has been unequalled in his soaich, 
not one case as already has been observed 
can bo found where such a stipulation as 
above mentioned was included. 

The plaintiff's strong position is, that 
their rights under an agreement made be- 
tween themselves and tho Coinpaivy are 
affected by a judicial mistake in proceed- 
ings to which they were no party. That 
is simply one of the incidents whicb must 
happen in all countries whore law is de- 
clared by the authorities appointed for 
that purpose, when tho adjudication 
operates in rem as well as in personam. 
Hero tho' the proceedings were between 
other parties, tho order operated in rem, 
which was tho subject matter of the con- 
tract between the plaintiff and tho com 
pany, becauso it stopped tho construction 
of the road; and under the constitution 
and in accordance with public policy 
there is no remedy against a court or 
judge who conscientiously discharging a 
duty takes an erroneous view of law. 
Had any other than a court of competent 
jurisdiction interfered and stopped tho 
work, then such stoppage would not have 
relieved the defendants of their liability 
to the plaintiffs, for the defendants would 
have their remedy over against the wrong 
doors who prevented their carry- 
ing out their contract with the 
plaintiffs, but where tho order stopping 
tho work comes from a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, it cannot bo held in law 
to do a wrong to any one. Every one 
must obuy the law and for such obedience 
will be protected. 

The cases cited by Mr. Wilson (given 
below) may be divided into two classes. 
1st. Where the validity of the agreement 
to be performed comes in question; 2ndly 
where a matter of foreign law arises. 

On the 1st, the case on which ho main- 
ly relies, is Wade vs. the Corporation of 
Brantford, 19 UC. Q. IV, 207. That case 
is simply this: Tho Corporation of Brant- 
ford being the trustees of certain lands, 
made a lease of a lot in the town to the 
plaintiff for 1U years with a covenant for 
renewal at the expiration of that time for 
another 10 years, and imposed upon the 
lessee the condition of building a house of 
certain dimensions on the lot within the 
first year. The leisoe went on and 
built the house, paid tho rout and at the 
expiration of the term asked for his re- 
newal. In the meantime the inhabitants 
of tho town, finding that the lot in 
question hud been granted and 
dedicated for a market place, applied to 
tho court to prevent any renewal and to 
have the buildings removed, The court 
made tho order forbidding the renewal. 
Tho corporation refused to renew and the 
buildings were taken down. The plaintiff 
then sued upon the covenant in tho lease 
for renewal and for damages. The corpor- 
ation set up the orders of tho court for- 
bidding the renewal. It was held that 
was no answer. The corporation in the 
first instance did that w hich it had no 
right to do and which it ought to havo 
known it had no right to do, that is, lease 
to a private individual land dedicated for 
a market place and a public purpose, and 
to give a renewal of that lease for ten 
years longer, therefore, it must pay dam- 
ages for breach of contract. 

Tho first thing to bo noted here is that 
the corporation from tho very first had no 
right to make any such agreement or give 
a. iy such lease, and still less could they 
then havo any power to renew it. It was 
not tho order of the court wnich prevent- 
v i rhom but the absence of any inherent 
]■ over to make the lease in tho first in- 
btance, much less to renew it. Therefore 
to attempt to justify their refusal to ro- 
nnw by saying the order of tho court pro- 
ve ded them was a positive untruth, and 
w is not the cause of tho breach of con- 
t mob 

As to tho application of that authority 
to tho present case, observe : — ■ 

1st. On the 23d February, 1885, 
when tho contract to extend the road 
to Coal Harbour and English Bay was 
inado between tho Province of British 
Columbia and tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company, that company had full and 
ample right to build and complete that 
extension, and had been clothed by tho 
Parliament of Canada with every power 
necessary to t hat end. This is not a more 
assertion; it has been and is tho solemn 
adjudication of the highest court of the 
Dominion on that very point being 
brought before it— the Supreme Court of 
Canada. And at the timo tho bond was 
given to the British Columbia Govern- 
ment to complete the road by tho upeci- 
fiod time— 31l st December, 18815— that 
power was in full force and unimpaired; 
and it is stated in tho pleadings and not 
denied that tho Company wore carrying 
on tho works and would have completed 
thorn by that time but for tho injunctions 
and orders of tho Supremo Court of Brit- 
ish Columbia. Thus, at tho very outset, 
thore in this most radical differnncg be- 



tween these two canes: In tho lirst thore 
was no power to do what was under- 
taken ; in tho second thero was 
ample power. In tho lirst. (Wade 
against the Corporation of Brantford) 
ao just shown it was not tho order of the 
court which prevented tho corporation 
from renewing tho lease, but tho fact that 
they had no power to make such a lease 
at all. 

In the second or present case tho Court 
of British Columbia by a majority, 
stopped tho Company from going on with 
tho performance of their contract when 
it had full and ample power and and was 
carrying out their contract. It is conclu- 
sive that the company had that power, 
becauso tho injunctions wuro sot aside on 
on tho very ground that they had, and 
tho work thereupon was resumed and was 
completed. Criticism as to whether the 
Court of British Columbia w as in i 'ror or 
not is idlo. The constitutional I ibunal 
to settle that point has decided t. it the 
British Columbia Court was in orror, and 
that decision has boon acquiesced in. 

Tho Brantford case, therefore, has 
very little bearing and is of no authority 
whatever to show that obedience to tho 
order of a court of competent jurisdiction 
is not a justification. 

Tho caso of Marcus & Co. vs. The 
Credit Lyonnaise London Agency, A. D. 
1884, Vol. 1, 50 Law Times, 104, brings 
up the question whether what foreign 
law recognizes as a "»w majore" is to be 
incorporated into an English contract so 
as to relieve from performance, but is ap- 
plicable in tho present case only as cit- 
ing an observation of Lord Ellenborough 
where ho says tho rule laid down in Par- 
adene vs. Juno has often been recognized 
in courts of law as a sound one — i. e., 
"that when the party by his own contract 
creates u duty or charge upon hiinsolf he 
is bound to make it good, if he may, not- 
withstanding any accident by inevitable 
necessity, bocause he might have pro- 
vided against it by his contract." 

Kirk vs. Oibbs ut al., 1st Hurst & Nor- 
man, 810; Spence ut al. vs Chadwick, 10" 
L. R. N, S., 2., B., 213; Barker vs. Hodg- 
son, 3 Maro it S., 207, aro simply aa to 
tho effect of foreign law and foreign ope- 
rations excusing or not excusing non- 
performance of a contract made in Eng- 
land, unless properly guarded against in 
the contract. 

In all these cases ordinary prudence 
could have foreseen or provided against the 
contingencies, which prevented the per- 
formance of tho coutiacts nmdo, and 
therefore might have been in general 
terms stipulated against, because they 
woro more or less incident to the busi- 
noss, the subject matter of the contract; 
but no one entering into a contract in this 
country is bound to anticipate that the 
highest court in the province will makean 
erroneous decision in law and stipulate 
against it. Such a thing never was heard 
of. And, singular to say, in one of the 
cases cited by the learned counsel Mr. 
Wilson — Baillio rs. Do Crespigney, 38 L. 
J., N.S., Q.B. 98— -this view is most 
happily expressed. 

It was a caso where the owner of land 
had contracted with his lessee for himself 
and his assigns, that ho would nut erect 
during tliu ic-rui buildings in front of the 
demised premises. A railway company, 
under . compulsory powers of then- 
special act, took possession of tho land in 
front, and put up buildings most 
objectionable to the lessee. Tho 
lessee, therefore, sued tho lessor 
upon the covenant he had made for him- 
self and his assigns, "Held that the de- 
fendant was not liable as tho Railway 
Company could not bo taken to be assigns 
within tho contemplation of tho parties 
to the covenant, and it made no difference 
whether the Company were required or 
empowered to take tho land. Tho plaint- 
iff therefore was one of a class of persons 
injured by the construction of the railway 
for whom the Legislatute had provided no 
compensation. " 

In delivering the judgment of the court 
Mr. Justice Banner) says: "We have 
first to consider what is tho covenant the 
parties havo entered into. There can be 
no doubt that a man may by un absolute 
contract bind himself to perform things 
which subsequently become impossible, 
or to pay damages for their nonperform- 
ance, and this construction is to bo put 
upon an unqualified undertaking, where 
the event which caused the impossibility has 
or might have been anticipated and guarded 
against in the contract, or where the im- 
possibility arises from the act or default 
of tho promissor. But when tho event is 
of such a character that it cannot reason- 
ably be supposed to have been in the contem- 
plation of the contracting parties 
when the contract was made, 
they will not be hold bound by gen- 
eral words, which though largo 
enough to include, were nut used 
with reference to the possibility of the par- 
ticular contingency which afterwards hap- 
pened. It is on this principle that the 
act of God is in soino cases said to ex- 
cuse the breach of a contract. That is, in 
fact, an inaccurate expression, because 
whoro it is an answer to a complaint of 
an alleged breach of contract that the 
wrong done or left undone was so by the 
act of God. What is meant is, that it was 
not within the contract." 

Parsons on Contracts, (172 expresses the 
same idea in fewer words— "If the per- 
formance of a contract becomes impossi- 
ble by the act of God — that is by u catwe 
which could not possibly be attributed to the 
promiser—Aud this impossibility was not 
among the probable contingencies which a 



sion of work under tho contract during

prudent man should have foreseen o 
vided for, it should seem that this 
be a sufficient dofcuce. 

Again at 074. "The illegality of the 
contract is a perfect defence. It may in- 
deed bo regarded as an impossibility by 
act of Law, and it is put on the same 
footing as an impossibility by act of God, 
becauso it would be absurd for the law to 
punish a man for not doing that which it 
forbids his doing." 

Then applying tho language of this dis- 
tinguished judge and tho citations from 
Parsons to the present case, can it be rea- 
sonably supposed that tho circumstance of 
an erroneous judgment and order being 
made by the Supreme Court of tho prov- 
ince was in tho contemplation of the 
parties at the time this contract was made 
or that it was a contingency that a pru- 
dent man should havo foreseen and guard- 
ed against 'i Most unquestionably not. 
Such a thing never was heard of before 
or such'a stipulation over made. Then it 
was not a contingency to be guarded 
against or an incident as connected with 
tho subject matter of tho contract that 
could reasonably bo expected. 

Moroovor, when a court "f competent 
jurisdiction d . id, n et I o be illegal, it 
must bo tal- m and cuUoideruU to bo illegal 
until tho decision is reversed, and the 
quotation from Parsons at 074 applies. 
No man in the community could possibly 
be safo otherwise. But above 'all this, 
over-riding all this, thero is an element 
absent in all tho cases cited, which pre- 
dominantly stands out in this, that 
is tho element of . public policy, 
recognized by tho constitution, 
namely, the enforcement of obedience to 
the constituted authorities. If courts do 
not give protection they will not be 
obeyed. They will simply become orna- 
mental surplusages of society and "law 
and order" bo figurative expressions, 

''Actus curur. neminem ravabat," says 
Broom. "The general doctrine which its 
equally founded on Common Bouse and on 
authority that the act of a court of law 
shall prejudice no man" has boon estab- 
lished by numerous cases. Jt is not aim- 
ply when light in luw, hut even when 
erroneous. The effect of the injunctions 
in this case was when tho Supreme Court 
of Canada docidod that tlioy wero errone- 
ously ordsrod— simply a forced suspen- 



It is impossible to conceive anything 
more disastrous to a country than to es- 
tablish tho doctrine that a man may be 
punished by lino and imprisonment if he 
does not obey and then afterwards by a 
heavy penalty becauso ho does obey the 
order of tho highest court of justice in 
the Province. It would bo better that 
courta should bo done away with and 
government by representative institutions 
in tho country abolished. 

Tho proposition that in a contract a 
man must protect hiinsolf by stipulations 
against tho errors of such a court is 
equally unfounded in law and unsustained 
by authority. Such a proposition as ap- 
plicable to such a court novor was heard 
of before, and the more important does 
tho necessity of giving woight to tho 
principle that protection follows obedience 
to the order of such a court become, from 
tho fact that no remedy over, lies against 
tho party who obtained the order, if 
fairly obtained in furtherance of what 
he conceived his legal rights. "Nullus 
oidetur dolo facere qui jure suo sutitur." 
The whole difficulty arises from tliu mis- 
construction of the court on u point of 
law, and for that no man is punishable — 
certainly not the judge, for public policy 
does not hold him to be infallible, or re- 
quire him to become an insurer; certainly 
not tho party, who obeys, becauso ho has 
done what tho law requires him to do. 
The plaintiffs in this particular instance, 
perhaps, belong to that class referred to 
in Baker vs. Do Crespigney, for whom 
the legislature bus not deemed it neces- 
sary lo provide any particular compen- 
sation. 

There is yot another point on which I 
am called upon to express an opinion. 
Tho demurrer is to the 0th, 10th, 11th 
and 12th paragraphs of tho statement of 
defense. The three first state tho facts 
that certain injunctions or restraining or- 
ders were obtained from the courta in B. 
C, forbidding tho defendants to procoed 
with tho work of construction; that they 
appealed to the Supreme Court of Cana- 
da, which reversed the said orders, and 
thereupon defendants applied and ob- 
tained a dissolution of the injunctions; 
and tho 12th states that tho defendants 
were prevented solely by those orders 
from completing the work in accordance 
with their agreement. 

The demurrer as stated is to the whole 
four, and simply asserts that "non per- 
formance of a contract cannot be excused 
or defended by setting up the order or in- 
junction of a court of justice." Strictly 
speaking that would be limited to the 
12th, but the plaintiffs counsel contends 
that on the paragraph in the demurrer 
"and on other grounds sufficient under 
the law to sustain the demurrer," and on 
tho authority of rule 183, viz: "It (the 
demurrer) shall state some grounds in law 
for tho demurrer, but the party demur- 
ring shall not on the argument of the de- 
murrer be limited to the ground so stat- 
ed," ho is now at liberty to tako tho ob- 
jection, that the four paragraphs de- 
murred to do not state that tho restrain- 
ing orders or injunctions there mentioned 
were obtained wil bout any collusion of the 
defendants with tho plaintiffs in those pro- 
ceedings, which was necessary to have 
been stated. 

Notwithstanding the plain language of 
that rule 183, L have grave doubts wheth- 
er its truo construction was intended to 
sanction so dangerous a laxity in plead- 
ing; and on the argument I expressed my- 
self strongly to that effect. 1 do not, 
however, deem it necessary to refuse his 
raising the point, for several reasons. 

1st, — If it was necessary to have raised 
that point tho plaintiff himself Bhould 
have brought it up by replying that those 
orders wero obtained by collusion, and of- 
fered the defendant an opportunity of 
taking issue on tho fact. 

2nd. — A collusion between two parties 
to obtain from a court an order which 
would release ono of them from the ful- 
fillment of an obligation, or tho payment 
of a sum of money to a third party which 
one of tho two had agreed to pay, and 
which without such order ho would be 
bound to pay, is of itself a criminal of- 
fence, and a grave contempt of court, 
punishable by both lino and imprison- 
ment, and no party in a civil action de- 
feuding his rights is bound to al- 
lege that he has not boon 
been guilty of a crime. It uiUBt be 
charged against him before he is called 
upon to deny it. 

According to our code of pleading, 
defendant is only bound to deny the facts 
alleged against him. Collusion is a fact, 
and was not alleged against him. A 
crime cannot bo inferred, it must be 
charged. 

3rdly. Tho facts stilted in the 9th, 10th 
and 11th paragraphs show thero was no 
collusion, because the efforts of tho defen- 
dants to get rid of tho restraining orders 
and injunctions and their success in so do- 
ing would neutralize the very object for 
which such a collusion would bo entered 
into, namely, to obtain relief from dis- 
charging tho obligation they owed to the 
plaintiffs, and without such object tho al- 
legation of collusion is inapplicable. 

If, therefore, it bo permissible to the 
plaintiffs at this stage of tho case to raise 
that point, I decide at once that it is not 
sustainable. 

I havo confined myself sololy to the 
points raised by tho demurrer and the 
facta of tho case necessary to its under- 
standing cut set our in the pleadings. As far 
as 1 am able to form or express an opin- 
ion, I consider the demurrer bad in law, 
and that tho defendants are entitled to 
judgment thereon, with costs.

The first was in conse- 
quence of a bridge accident to a freight 
train east of Portage la Prairie, in which 
sixteen horses were killed. The other 
delays were in tho mountains, two 
through snow slides and two through 
mud slidea. Tho number of through 
passengers was not large. 

A Swirt Smuggling Steamer. 

The customs officers of Port Townsend 
have been notitied to look out for a new 
smuggling craft, supposed to bo ongaged 
in bringing over Chinese and opium from 
Victoria. Captain Roberts, of the Olym- 
pian, reports having met on his last trip, 
half-way between Victoria and Port 
Townsend, a new steam launch. She 
seemed to be making about fourteen miles 
an hour, and Captain Roberts thinks no 
craft on Puget Sound can overtake her. 
She had a canopy, but the sides were 
open, and it waa noticed that the men on 
her had their faces in their coal lapels, 
and under their hats. She is certainly a 
strange craft, and probably is the smug- 
gler referred to. 

The Unlotl .Mines. 

The Nanaimo FVen Press says : It is 
the intention of Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir to 
place 0.U00 ton steam colliers in the trade 
between tho Union mines and California. 
This being the case it is highly important 
that tho navigation of the waters from the 
open ocean should be made as safe as pos- 
sible. Wo surmise that the trip of tho 
San Mateo to tho Union colleries with a 
few hundred tons of supplies, was prin- 
cipally to ascertain the adaptability of the 
channels and loading wharves for the pass- 
ago and loading of large steamships, If 
such was the case t hen the result has been 
most favorable, for Captain Colvill speaks 
in glowing terms as to the safe navigation 
of the Gulf and Baynes' Sound, and of 
the facilities provided at the extensive 
wharves fur the rapid loading of vessels. 
While laying at the wharves a heavy gale 
of wind arose, but the steamship lay 
quietly alongside, and but for tho heavy 
rain no interruption need have taken place 
either in discharging or loading. 

A Veteran Honored. 

Mr. Caleb Bishop, who has boon -11 
years in the civil servicu'of the Imperial 
Government, retired on the evening of 
the '28th of February. For tho past 
nineteen years ho has been chief store- 
keeper under Mr. [lines at the naval 
dock-yard at Esquitnalt, and now retires 
with a liberal pension. Before finally 
quitting the dock-yard, Mr. Bishop was 
presented with a handsome gold watch 
and chain by his colleagues, as an evidence 
of tho pleasant relations which have al- 
ways existed and as a mark of tho high 
respect in which he has ever been re- 
garded by them. Mr. .J. H. [nnes, naval 
storekeeper, made the presentation 
coupled with some highly complimentary 
remarks. Mr. Bishop was thoroughly 
taken by surprise, but made a happy 
reply, thanking his colleagues for their 
kind words, and stating that though he 
was about to sever active connection with 
the service, he would over take an in- 
terest in it and in tho welfare of those 
among whom he had so long labored.

Mr. T, R. Smith, assistant commis- 
sioner of the Hudson's Bay Co., arrived 
home last evening from Winnipeg where 
he has been spending I he past six weeks, en- 
gaged on business of an important private 
character in connection with the great 
company witli which ho isassociated. He 
left. Winnipeg with the thermometer at 50 
below zero; it had fallen two degrees low- 
er than that during his stay in Manitoba's 
capital. To the residentsof Eastern Can- 
ada tho cliinatu of Manitoba does not 
seem so very severe; but to the British 
Columbian a short stay in Winnipeg is 
like a temporary residence at tho north 
polo, The two d tys' delay in the arrival 
of the overland trains,— something very 
extraordinary on tho 0. P. R., — Mr. 
Smith aays wiih duo to a variety of causes. 
Tho breakage of a bridge east of Poitago 
La Prairie waa the cauao of aome ton 
houra' time lost. Then a fallen troo 
acroaa tho track near Port Hammond oc- 
casioned another delay of throo hours. 
At Roger's Pass four or livo hours wore 
lost, tho first heavy fall of snow having to 
bo shovelled from tho track. 



CITY POLICE COURT. 

(Before Hun. a. n. Richards. P. M ) 
J. W. Harper, who is at present serv- 
ing out a Bent once, was arraigned on a 
charge of larceny.

At that time she took no notice of 
tho prophecy, as not the faintest idea of 
such a possibility ever crossed her mind, 
but subsequent events have proved it cor- 
rect. 

Hearing of Mrs. Sampson's wonderful 
powers, a gentleman of this city who 
wished to be convinced us to the genuine- 
ness ot the reports paid that lady a visit. 
In conversation Mrs. Sampson said some 
of her visitors expected too much; some 
even went so far as to say that were her 
gifts so wonderful why did she not find 
tho vast stores of treasure supposed to be 
hidden. This, she saya, ia impossible, 
explaining that answers are not given to 
every enquirer in these matters, through 
some unknown and unexplained reason, 
although many things are revealed which 
aro strange, passing strange. 

Mrs. Sampson further told the gentle- 
man many incidents in his past, career, 
which he is sure are not known to anyone 
in this city, and which Mrs. Sampson 
could have had no possible chance of 
knowing of herself ; butjtoll thoin she did, 
but tho informant does not protend to 
know how it was done.

Of 
what was predicted for the future tho gen- 
tleman will say nothing, but says if the 
predictions prove truo ho will inform the 
world of tin! facts. Ho further says thai 
while not pretending to believe altogether 
in those muttera ho ip convinced that there 
ia more in heaven and earth than is dreamt 
of in all our philosophy. *

SUPREME COURT OF B. C. 

(Boforo Mr. Justice Gray.) 
J unoM.KNT, March 2, 1880. — Her Majesty's 
Attorney General for the Province of 
British Columbia, Plaintiff t'l. Tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, 
Donald A. Smith, Win. 0. Van Home 
and Sauford Fleming, Defendants : 
Mr. Justice Gra}'. — Tho importance of 
the principle involved, tho high standing of 
the litigating parties, and the largo pecu- 
niary amount at stake in this cause, render 
it certain that whatever may be my docia- 
ion, an appeal will bo taken, from court to 
court to tho highoat court of tho em- 
pire. 1 shall thoroforo doom it nocessary 
to express my conclusions aa briefly as 
possible, consistently with clearness. 

On the 211th Novombor, 1885, the Cana- 
dian Pacilic Railway Company, with tho 
throo defendants as sureties, executed a 
bond to Her Majesty tho Queen for the 
sum of S-'50,000. Tho condition of tho 
bond was that tho Company should really 
and truly perforin and. obsorve all and 
singular tho terms and conditions of an 
agreement made on tho 23rd of Febru- 
ary, 1885, botween the Queen as repre- 
sented by the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works of the Province of 
British Columbia of the one part, and tho 
said Company of tho other. Aa aot out 
on tho pleadings, tho agreement ii aa fol- 
lows: 

Tli is agreement made tho tisnl day of Febru- 
ary A. D. 18HT), between tier Majesty Queen 
Victoria, represented by the Honorable the 
Chief Commissioner of Lands anil Works of thu 
Provincoof British Columbia of tho one part 
and the Canadian Pacilic Railway Company 
hereinafter referred to as the said Company of 
the other part. 

"Whereas tho Government of tlio Dominion 
of Canada have declared and udoptod Port 
.Moody us the Wentorn terminus of tho Can- 
adian Paoiflo Railway. 

"And Whereas It is in tho interest of tho l J ro- 
vinco of British Columbia and of the Company 
thnt the main line should bo extended wouturly 
from Port Moody to English Hay and CorI 
Harbor und that thu terminus of tho said Rail- 
war should boat Coal Harbor und Kngllsh Hay 
and that ilio terminal workshops and dook» 
should bo erected there. 

"And Whereas iioKotinMons relating to such 
extension have for somo time been pending be- 
tween the said Chief Commissioner and the 
said Company which have resulted in the 
agreement lieroiniiftur contained. 

"Now THIS AOUKlCMKNT WlTXKSSKTU that 

for the considerations hereinafter expressed tho 
s»id Company hereby covenant und agree with 
Her Majesty her heirs andsuccossors In manner 
following that u to say: 

" 1. Tho said Company shall extend tho main 
line of the Canadian Pacific Railway to Coal 
Harbor anil English Buy und shall furuvur here- 
after maintain and equip suoh extension us part 
of tho mniii line of the Canadian l'uelllc Rail- 
wuy and operate it accordingly. 

" Such extension shall he fully and com- 
pletely made on or before tho Jlst day of He- 

Tho terminus of theCanndian Pacific Bail way 
shall be established in the immediate vicinity of 
Cool Harbor mid Knglisli Hay and upon laud 
which is lo bo granted in pursuance of this 
agrcomont, 

4. The company shall erect and maintain 
I he terminal workshops and the other terminal 
structures works docks and equipments at are 
proper and suitable for the western terminus of 
the Canadian Pacilic Railway in the immediate 
vicinity of Coal Harbor and Kngllsh Hay and 
such workshops structures docks and eimip 
monts shall ho commenced forthwith and proso 
cuted to completion with reasonable diligence 
ami so us lo provide facilities for the opening of 
trafllooil tho through line by the 31st day of 
December, ls^i. 

"5. The survey of tho lino of extension shall 
bo undertaken at once and prosecuted by th 
Company without delay and the Compan; 
shall also proceed forthwith tosurvoythe lam 
hereby agreed to be granted and complete th 
survey with despatch and furnish tho Chief 
Commissioner with a plan of the survey and 
the Meld notes, and such survey shall be mado 
by a surveyor approved of by the Chief Com 
missionor. 

"6. Ill consideration of tho promises Her 
Majesty agrees to grant to such persons as tho 
Company may appointin trust f"r the Company 
the lands in the District of New Westminster 
delineated on the map or plan hereunto an 
noxed by tho colour pink and containing by us 
timat ion six thousand acres nave and except r.' 
is hereinafter mentioned. 

"7. There shall be. excepted out of such grant 
two und one-half acres of t ho land at Granville 
and two nnd one-hull acres of the land on the 
south side of False Creek, both plots to be sc. 
leclod by tho Chief Commissioner at any time 
not later than two mouths after tho survey 
aforesaid shall have been completed and the 
map or plan und the Held notes delivered to the 
Chief Commissioner. 

"S. The grant shall as to the land on tho 
South side of False Creek be subjeei for its un 
expired term to a louse dated the 30th day of 
November A, I). 1805 and entered into be- 
tween tho Honourable Joseph William Trutch 
acting on behalf of Hor Majesty's Government 
und the British Columbia and Vancouver Is 
land Spur, Lumber and Saw Mill Company Lim 
iled and also to an agreement intended to lie 
enterod into by the said Chief Commissioner 
for the partial renewal of such lease the terms 
of which are embodied in a letter written by 
the said Chief Commissioner lo Richard Alex 
under Manager of the Hustings Saw Mill Com- 
pany and dated t ho 23rd day of February 1885, 

"9. The grunt shall also be subject to such 
rights if any as may legally exist in favour of 
third parlies. 

"lu. Tho grant shall bo mado upon the Com 
puny entering Into a bond lo Her Majesty with 
three sureties to be approved of by tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works in tho sum 
of Iwo hundred and fifty thousand dollars at 
least conditioned for the due performance by 
the Company of all and singular the terms and 
conditions herein contained and by the Com 
puny agreed to be observed and performed. 

"11. And it is agreed as to the mode of oper 
ating the said extended Hue and as to tolls 
fares and freights tho extension shall be consid 
ered us un original portion of the Canadian Pa 
uiflc llallivu) . 

"12. No Chinese shull be employed in the 
construction of tho extension of the main line 
from Port Moody to Kngllsh Hay. 

"13. And it is lastly agreed that upon the 
Corporation of tho City of New Westminster 
satisfactorily securing on or boforo the llrst day 
of Mar is.* payment to the Company of $U7..'>00

(a) The said Company did not on or before 
the 31st day of December, I8«i, •xtend the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific [tall way to 
Coal Harbour and English Hay und have not 
maintained and equipped such extension as 
part of the main lino ol the Canadian Pacific 
Railway oroporated it in accordance with the 
terms of I be said agreement. And juch exten- 
sion has not yot been made. 

|b) The terminus of Iho Canadian Pacific 

Railway has nol been established in the Imme- 
diate vicinity of Coal Harbor and English Hur 
iii accordance with the said agroemont. 

(c) The defendant Company did not and 
havo not erected nnd maintained the terminal 
workshops und other terminal structures 
works, docks anil equipments OS are pronor and 
suitable for the Western terminus of the Can- 
adian Pacilic Railway In thcimniediate vicinity 
of Coal Harbor and English Bay. Such work- 
shops, si matures, works, docks and equipments 
wero not commenced forthwith or prosecuted 
to completion with reasonable diligence and so 
as to provide facilities for the opening of tratllc 
on the through lino by tho .'list duy of Decem- 
ber, 1888. 

ti. By reason of the premises Her Majosly 
and the people of the Province of British Col- 
umbia huvu sull'ored groat damage. 

TllK PLAINTIPV CLAIMS S-.">0,00(l (two hun- 
dred and lll'ty thousand dollars). 

Tho defendants in answer after certain 
statements which may or may not bo im- 
portant in caBO of a future jtrial, alloged 
substantially that thoy did proceed to per- 
forin the agroemont in full accord with its 
terms and conditions, nnd woro success- 
fully carrying on thoir work, having com- 
pliod with tho requisites required by law 
to enable them to do so. The 8th, "th, 
10th, 11th and 13th paragraphs of the 



statement of dofonce are then particular- 
ly set forth as follows: 

8. The said line afrectoil 81 ownorsof land nnd 
of that number lio allowed tho defendants pos- 
session of the right of way through their lota, 
and over the land, of this number the defend' 
unts lot tho necessary number of contructa for 
tho clearing anil grading thu road bed for the 
said lino, nil of winch contracts woro completed 
In time to enable the defendants to complete 
tho said line by tho 31st of December.

The said Company on tho Gthof August, 188C, 
;ave notice of Appeal to the Divisional Court 
rem the order grunted on that day in favorof 
Henry Valentino Kdiuonds and others which 
appeal was on tho Kith duy of August, 18S0, 
heard by the Divisional Court which took time 
to consider its judgment. 

10. (lu the Ltllli day of August, 1880, Uie Bald 
court, dismissed the said appeal. 

11. Afterwards to wit. on tho 7th day of De- 
cember, 1880, un appeal was brought before tho 
Supremo Court of Canada, In onu of tho cases 
mentioned ill paragraph !J hereof wherein 
Charles C. Major was plaintiff and the said 
Hallway Company wero defendants, and the 
onlor of tho Supremo Court of Hritiah Co- 
lumbia was reversed, nnd thoroupon the do- 
fondants applied for and obiainod u dissolution 
of all the nforesnid injunctions. 

12. Tho defendants say that thoy woro pro- 
rented from completing the said railway solely 
by the orders of this honorable court, and were 
not guilty of any delay or negligence lu tho per- 

mnnce of the terms of the said ngreeroont 
1 upon the dissolul ion of t he said Iniunetions 
icecedcd with nil reasonable despatchand ex- 
ercised the utmost: diligence to complete the 
Old railway, and tho said railway was complot- 
ld and in operation on tho lir^t duy of May, 
18S7. 

The pluiiitill* in reply, nftor joining 
issue us to the other paragraphs iu the 
statement of defence — demurs to the 9th, 
10th, 11th and 12th upon tho grounds 

"That non-performance of a contract, 
or delay in performing a contract, cannot 
bo excused or defended by getting up the 
order or injunction of a Court of .Justice. 

"And on other grounds sufficient in 
law to sustain this demurrer." 

It ia contended by the defendants that 
time is not of the essence of the Contract, 
but whother it bo so or not ia not now a 
matter of discussion. Nor are any of tho 
other questions that might ariso as to 
breaches of the terms and conditions of 
the contract. The whole enquiry now 
before ua is limited to the single point sot 
forth in the demurrer. 

If tho language of the demurrer bo con- 
strued literally, wo havo tho question 
broadly brought up — Whether tho order 
of a court of competent jurisdiction over 
the persons and subject matter under con- 
aideration is to bo obeyed or not, and 
shall the party obeying sutler for his obedi- 
ence. However it is just to Mr. Wilson, 
the learned counsel for tho Crown, to say 
that ho disavows so strict a construction. 
Ho admits the order must bo obeyed, but 
contends the contracting party must 
pay the damage reaulting from his 
obedience in consequence of not having 
in his contract guarded against the con 
tingency which prevented its perform 
anco. Practically as applied to the facts 
in this case, aa sot forth and admitted in 
tho pleadings and by the demurrer, it 
is this: Was tho Canadian Pacific Hail 
way Company, in thoir agreement with 
tho Government of British Columbia 
bound to guard against errors or niiiintor 
pretations by the highest British Columbia 
court in applying the law to the road un- 
der construction, and to stipulate that 
they would perform their contract, unless 
the court orronoonsly and in violation of 
law interfered with them. 

The defendants may strictly contend 
that a pleader must be bound by the lan 
guuge ho deliberately puts on record in a 
cauao, but in a matter of this gravity, I 
shall treat the question in its broadest 
aspect. Take it: 

1st. — As to the necessity of obedience 

2nd.— As to such obedience operating 
as a protection. 

It is stated on the ploadiugB nnd sd 
initted by the demurrer, that tho restrain 
ing orders and injunctions issued by this 
court and served upon the Company, wore 
the sole and only cause which prevented 
tho Company completing their contract 
within thu specified time agreed upon. 
And it is equally stated and admitted thnt 
these orders woro reversed by tho Supreme 
Court of Canada, that the injunctions 
wero consequently dissolved and the con- 
tract then forthwith completed. No other 
question arises, and view it in any light 
in which it may be regarded it comes baok 
plainly and simply to the point— 
Doos not that obedience and tho aubse 
quent performance protect the Company / 

To clear the ground, it ia this: 

The defendants for u good consider* 
tion on tho 23rd of February, 18«5, con 
tracted with tho Government of British 
Columbia to complete the extension of 
the C. P. Ii. from Port Moody to Coal 
Harbor Mid English Bay, and establish 
the terminus upon the land granted by the 
Government "on or before the 31st of 
December, 1880." 

During the progress of the work, in the 
months of June, July, August and Sep- 
tember, 188(i, sundry owners of land 
on the lino of route, obtained from tho 
Supreme Court of British Columbia in- 
j unctions forbiding the Company going on 
with tho work over their lands on the 
ground that they had no legal right so to do. 
Appeals woro taken from these injunctions 
to tho proper tribunal in the Province to 
havo them set aside, but woro dismissed 
by a majority of tho Judges and the in- 
junctions confirmed. 

From thia dismissal appeal was then 
takon to tho Supremo Court of Canada, 
and on the 7th December, 1880, that 
court decided that the injunctions 
had been erroneously isauotl, that 
the defendants had a legal right 
to go on, and had been illegally prevented 
going on with their work, and the ro 
straining orders must be at onco sot asido 
Tho defendants thou immediately ap 
plied and had them sot aside and pro 
coaded ffith tho work, and had the wholo 
completed ,by the lat of May, 1887, and 
furthor say that it would havo been done 
by tho 31st Donember, 188G, if tho Su 
promo Court of tho province had not in 
terforod and forbidden thoir going on 
with tho work. 

It cannot for a moment be said that 
thoro was any delay in tho effort to set 
aside those orders, or that the work would 
not havo been completed by the Slst of 
December, 1880, if tho company had 
boon allowed to go on. The demurrer 
itself admits these facts. The pleadings 
show the first injunction was obtained on 
the 5th of June, 1880, and the remaining 
four botween that date and tho 24th of 
September; that on the 7th of December 
tho whole of thoiu were set aside — u 
period of six months. After tho rescind- 
ing (from tho 7th of Ducember to the 1st 
of May, 1887, live months) tho work waa 
completed. 

The plaintiffs, the Government of Brit- 
ish Columbia, say to defendants: You 
undertook to complete the work by the 
31st of December, 1886. Your boing 
proventod by the courts of British Colum- 
bia ii nothing to us; wo did not ask the 
courts to stop you: therefore you must 
pay us tho penalty agreed upon — $250,- 
000. 

The grounds of the restraining orders 
are, I hat in law tho company 
had no right to go on 
with tho work. That they were not 
clothed with tho proper powers, or in a 
position to construct the road on the pro- 
posed route. On the appeal to tho Su- 
preme Court of Canada, it was decided 
that tho court in British Columbia was 
wrong; that tho Company at the time 
they were stopped by tho injunctions had
